The Baltimore Milk Market has, for the past two years received 
practically all of its milk from inspected herds, free from tubercu­ 
losis, and with other restrictions th at have meant some expense and 
extra trouble to the producer but all of these things have added 
more interest and satisfaction in the minds of the producer by the 


f a c t that he knows he is producing a clean, wholesome grade of 
milk and he has. at the same time, provided a supply that does not 
come in competition with the old careless methods of handling 
milk. 
The price paid the Baltimore producers for this milk sold ti* 
th<' consumer is the equal of that paid in any of the large cities in 
tile East for commercial milk and more than in most markets. 
Cream Supply Needed 
Recently the Health Depart ment of Baltimore City put the re­ 
quirements of milk to be used for cream on the same basis as the 
milk sold to the housewife as fluid milk. There is not enough milk 
to supply this cream on the present milk shed and Fairfield Farms 
I >:iivy is going out to new m arkets to secure it and we selected Get­ 
tysburg as a point for one of our standard plants. 
\\ e believe the 
advantage of this new station wi ll lie mutual, that is the Producers 
in (lettysburg territory will be given an opportunity to get a better 
m arket and we hope, in time, to benefit I >.v it too. 
For some time to 
come, however, the receipts will not be sufficient to net us anything 
like the expense involved. 
Outlining Our Interests 


We believe the Gettysburg territory needs more dairy cattie if 
its soil is to be normally productive. 
There is much land avail­ 
able and suitable for milk production. It has been in a milk m anu­ 
facturing district and there will always be milk here for that pur­ 
pose. 
The real milk market, however, and the one rapidly com­ 
ing to the front, is calling for milk produced from tuberculin-test­ 
ed cows. 
Baltimore is fo rtu n a te in being well in the lead in this 
respect. 
Dozens of large cities are adding this to their require­ 
ments each year. 
This cuts down the m arket for shipments of 
other milk and thus makes a poorer m arket for the untested milk. 


iliifllB 
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Reasons For Testing 


The consumers are insisting that they get milk only from test­ 
ed cows, but we have always felt t hat the man who owns the cows 
should be the first to want his cows tested, lf you are going to keep 
good cows, (and none other pays), you do not want them diseased. 
A herd of cows with a few infected individuals, will soon be very 
largely infected and the best ones - the ones putting most of their 
feed back into the pails instead of on their backs are the ones 
most likely to go dow n. 
I f you have any tuuberculus cows 
the 
sooner you find it out the better off you are. 
lf you have none the* 
test will be worth the cost for the satisfaction of knowing it and 
will make your cows worth more money. 
When a herd becomes 
well infected the owner cannot m ake money fast enough from cows 
to keep up the depreciation of the* herd. 
The better the cows the 
better the chance to make a profit and also the more necessary to 
have them tested. 


Local Conditions 


From the records at H arrisburg there appears to be between 
30 and 40 tested herds in Adams county, and not all of these are in 
the vicinity of Gettysburg. 
We want to help in any way we can 
to get more herds tested in this territory and if any feel that they 
might be interested in getting their cows tested see our Mr. Dows at

cruelties. 
A m o n g the u n fo rtu n ate 
who suffered calvary w ere the Jew's 
of Villeneuve, who were accused in 
1348 of having poisoned the w ater of 
the lake and of having thus introduced 
“the Black D ea th .” 
Jews, men, w om en 
and 
children, 
were burned alive in the fortress, as 
well as some C hristians, who w ere a c ­ 
cused of rnm rdicity. 
Tow ards tin 
end of the 16th and 17th centuries a 
large num ber of so-called sorcerers 
were in carcerated, tortured and final­ 
ly put to death. 
Tombs u n ea rth ed near the en tran ce 
of the castle a re said to show th a t 
hum an I cings dwelt at Chillon in the 
bronze age.
